Application Made in Probate Court 


—Proposition to Surrender Cer- 


tain Notes and Dividends. 


nokomb & Smith, assignees of 


tbe Citizens' Savings bank, filed an 
application asking permission to 
compromise a claim against Cather- 
ine A. Council. On the 20tli of June, 
1893, an eiTort was made by the 
ollicials of the bank to prefer Cath- 
erine A. Connell, who was a large 
creditor of the bank, 
and she was 


given two notes aggregating- $4,- 
215.30, of Daniel F. 
Council, 
de- 


ceased, which, if a preference, 
was 


contrary to law. 


When the bank assigned, 
D. F. 


Connell owed the bank $5,598.36, 
upon which payments were made 
from 
time to time, aggregating 


nearly $2,000. The citizens' Savings 
bank, when it assigned, owed Cath- 
erine A. Connell $9,134.47. 
The 


ollicials of the bank sought to cancel 
the indebtedness of the Council es- 
tate to the bank by assigning it to 
Catherine A. Connell as a credit on 
her claim, which, if the Council es- 
tate was solvent would give her 
tliat much of a payment. 
Other 


transactions and dealings so far re- 
duced the claim of Catherine A. 
Connell against the bank, that her 
certificate of deposit of more than 
$9,000 was surrendered, and she was 
given a new certificate in Septem- 
ber, 1803, for$21,04.00, upon which 
she received dividends agregating 
S370.4S. Later a note of James Con- 
nell, for 81575, due the bask, was as- 
signed and delivered 
to Catherine 


A. Connell. It 
is represented by 


the petitioners, also, that the sol- 
vency of flie Connell estate depends 
upon certain lands 
in Virignia, 


which, though considered of great 
value, are unmarketable at the pres- 
ent time. 


The above matters are now in lit- 


igation in common pleas courts in 
two suits, and this compromise, if 
granted would settle these two suits. 


In making this compromise Cath- 


erine. A. Connell agrees to surrender 
what she has recicved from the hank 
and place parties in the same Hiatus 
as they were when tin1 bank as- 
signed.

STORMY TIME IN THE VOLKSRAAD. 


Warlike Harangues Made by Excited 


Members Who Were Inflamed by 
the Action of the British Govern- 
ment Massing Troops In the South. 
Kruger Councils Moderation. 


Cape Town, Sept 8.—The Boers, it is 


etated positively, are concentrating on 
the border. 


Pretoria, Sept. 8.—There was great 


excitement in the volksraad on Mr. 
Coetzer's interpellation of the govern- 
ment regarding the presence of British 
troops on the borders and the stop- 
page of ammunition consigned to the 
.Transvaal. 


President Kruger, the members of 


the executive council, and most of the 
prinicpal officials were present, togeth- 
' er with a large representation of the 


general public, including many ladies. 
'At the outset the chairman and presi- 
dent urged members to preserve calm- 
ness and avoid insulting language. 
1 The stae secretary, F. 'W. Reitz, said 
She had called the previous day on the 
British diplomatic agent, Mr. Conyng- 
Lam Greene, and had asked him what 
reply the government could give in the 
yolksraad regarding the alleged mass- 
ing o! British troops on the borders, 
and whether Mr. Greene would comu- 
"iiicate with the British high commis- 
sioner, Sir Alfred Milner. The reply 
from Mr. Greene, he continued, had 
Jjeen rejjgived and was ic the following 
"terms: '1i?.V..-j^-rf:i.v1 ••- '- •--•- 


"Dear Mr. Reitz—The following is 


Sir AJfred Milner's reply to the tele- 
gram which I sent 'him at your re- 
quest: 'I do not knew to what Mr. 
Reitz refers when he alludes to tb.e 
massing of trpops. This must be the 
British troops in South Africa, the po- 
sition and number of which are nov_se- 
cret; but that is a matter of commom 
knowledge that they are here in order 
to protect British 'interests and to 
make provision against eventualities.'" 


Mr. Coetzer and other members then 


made violent speeches, declaring that 
they could not understand Sir Alfred 
.Milner's reply, since the Tmnsvaal had 
'' never threatened the English colonies. 


"It is time," exclaimed Mr. Coetzer, 


. '"for the Transvaal also to prepare for 


•eventualities." 


One member said: "England's action 


la like putting a revolver into a man's 
face." 


Another concluded a warlike har- 


angue in -this strain: "It is time to 
eend our bvtrghers to the borders to ask 
these troops what they want. The fire 
is bound to start. So lei them light it 
and allow lx to burn out quickly. Wai- 
la better than the present state of af- 
fairs. Business is ruined and the pub- 
lic treasury is drying up. Chamberlain 
IB trying to ruin the country." 


These speeches, and others attacking 


Cecil Rhodes, were loudly applauded 
by the house and the public. 


Mr. Tosen, who declared that Sir Al- 


fred Milner's reply was tantamount to 
a declaration of war, read a telegram 
from the field cornet of the Pietretief 
district, stating that the people there 
would rise in rebellion if President 
Kruger went to another conference. 


President Kruger, rising, snid: "The 


aliens have been offered equal rights 
with the burghers, hut have refused 
tiem. Mr. Chamberlain Is striving to 
get the franchise, which the outlanders 
do not want; but what he really de- 
sires is possession of the Transvaal. 
The burghers are willing to concede 
much for the sake of peace, but will 
never sacrifice their indepndence." 


He urged the members of the raad 


t» show moderation, reminding them 
thfct the reply from Mr. Chamberlain 
was en route, and pointing out that if 
the proposal for a commission were 
agreed to the republic would send dele- 
gates to further discuss matters and, if 
possible, to make peace.

Rennes, Sept. 8.—With the speech of 


the government 
commissary, 
Major 


Carriers, the famous Dreyfus case en- 
tered upon the lina.l stage of pleadings, 
and the end is in sight. A verdict is 
expected on Monday. 


There is even talk of the trial ending 


by holding au extra afternoon session 
for M. Labori's speech and the deliber- 
ation of the judges. This, however, is 
considered unlikely, as the government 
is anxious to have the judgment with- 
held 
over 
Sunday in order to avert 


demonstrations which would probably 
develop bloodshed on a day when the 
workmen are free. 


The government is not only fearful 


regarding Rennes, but is particularly 
concerned regarding Paris and other 
large towns where passions have been 
heated, and the verdict, whichever way 
it is given, is practically certain to give 
rise to trouble. It is understood that the 
government has intimated its desire to 
the presiclnet of the courtmartial, Colo- 
nel Joiuuist, and there is no reason to 
believe that he will not fall in with its 
views. 


Coloenl Jouaust took the most im- 


portant decision yet taken, and took it 
entirely upon his own responsibility, 
although be is undoubtedly only the 
mouthpiece of the 
whole 
body 
of 


judges. His decision to exclude the tes- 
timony of Colonel Schwartzkoppen and 
Major Panizzardi was most significant, 
as it meant that the court had already 
reached a conclusion, and 
that the 


pleadings of 
counsel were merely a 


waste of time and might be dispensed 
with if they were not a necessity. 


The court has made up its mind— 


but which way? This is the vital point 
and foims the sole topic or discussion. 
Both sides are equally confident that 
the court will decide in accordance with 
their view. 
The Dreyfusards declare 


that the judges can not condemn Cap- 
tain Dreyfus after rejecting the deci- 
sive evidence which 
Schwartzkoppen 


a.nd 
Panizzardi would have given in 


his favor. 
The anti-Dreyfusards, on 


the other hand, explain his rulings on 
the ground lha.t the judges recognize 
that the evidence of the two military 
attaches would be worthless, because 
they would be morally bound to save 
their agent at any cost. 


When the verdict is reached Captain 


Dreyfus will not be brought back to the 
court room, and will not be present at 
the public meeting of the judges, but 
when the courtroom has been cleared 
by the gendarmes, which will be done 
as soon as Colonel Jouaust concludes, 
the reading clerk of the court will pro 
ceed to the room where Dreyfus will 
be waiting and read to him the verdict 
in the presence of a couple of gen- 
darmes. 


The verdict may be a condemnation.
